2. Arizona Super Bowl XLIX Host Committee

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3. Downtown Western Museum 
 
Discussion, recommendations to the City Council, and direction to staff regarding the design, 
construction, outfitting, funding, operation, maintenance and management of a proposed 
downtown western museum project at the former downtown Loloma transit center location as 
follows: 

a. Recommendation to City Council regarding the proposed museum management 
agreement 2012-025-COS with Museum of the West, as described in proposed 
resolution No. 9307. 

 

b. Recommendation to City Council regarding the possible waiver of one or both of 
the following financial policies, as described in proposed ordinance 4017: 

 
i. Waive Financial Policy No. 21A (which limits tourism capital project 

commitments to $600,000 per project), which is projected to result in a 
$1,000,000 per year reduction in debt service payments.  

ii. Waive Financial Policy No. 37 (which requires a debt service reserve), 
which is projected to result in a $900,000 per year reduction in debt 
service payments.  

 

c. Recommendation to City Council regarding the use of bed tax, a municipal 
property corporation, or other financing tools to finance all or various parts of the 
City’s commitments regarding the museum.  For example, use of not-otherwise-
committed  bed taxes to fund supplemental operating support up to $400,000 per 
year for the first five years.   

 
d. Direction to staff relating to any of the foregoing.
